.^welry is large enough to be worn around a potential wearer's neck when it is too small to pass over dieir 
head 

0003 This invention extends a bracelet diat is too small to fit die potential wearer^s wrist or diat the wearer 
cannot easily &sten with their other hand because the findings are so small 

0004 The system of chains and different-sized findings creates extensions of the jewelry which enables 

its owner to wear a piece of jewelry that the person could not otherwise wear 
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OOOS Tlie object of Ae mvention is to extend the number of chains in a piece of jeweby so that it 
becmneslongenougb to wear around the neck or wrist with ease
